Boys 21 Since June 5 
Must Register Aug. 24 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 14. 
EGISTRATION on Saturday, 
Aug. 24, of all youths who 
have reached the age of 
21 since the second registration 
last June 5, was ordered today by 
Provost Marshal General Crow- 
der, under a proclamation by the 
President. The purpose is to add 
quickly to the almost exhausted 
class 1 to meet army draft calls 
in September. 

About 150,000 young men will 
register. Most of them will qual- 
ify for class 1, and therefore 
will join the army probably with- 
in a month after their names are 
recorded. 

Only men in the armed serv- 
ice are exempted from registra- 
tion. 

It was pointed 
registration would be entirely 
distinct from the _ registration 
that will be necessary shortly 
when the draft ages are extend- 
ed, and it also was announced 
that the suggested date, Sept. 5, 
would not be the day for the 
registration of men from 18 to 
45, even if Congress passes the 
bill in time, because several of 
the largest states hold primary 
elections on that date. 

The Provost Marshal has no 
intention, it was said, of creat- 
ing registration dates for men 
reaching 21 throughout the year, 
but the present registration was 
made necessary by the approach- 
ing deficiency of man power.

Detroit is at least one prohibition | 


city which is really dry. It is the 
largest city in the United States op- 
erating under laws prohibiting the 
manufacture and sale of liquor, hav- 
ing a population estimated at ap- 
which would 
make it about as large as St. Louis. 
Detroit boosters contend the next 
census will show it to be larger. 

In the past one of the leading ar- 
guments against prohibition has been 
that “prohibition does not prohibit” 


-and experiences in many prohibition 


communities have tended to support 


that theory. 


But in Detroit one does not en- 
counter the business house like a 
shoe store in Salina, Kan., a few 
years ago, where a friendly clerk 
confided to the visitor that “every 
other box of shoes was a quart of 
whisky;”’ nor does one encounter tha 


‘sham drug store on the street level 


which prevailed not a great while 
ago in “dry” Tulsa, Ok., where the 
seeker for a drink walked between 
glass cases containing empty patent 
medicine cartons and into a rear 
room where drinks of all kinds were 
served; nor does one encounter the 
hotel bell boy who carries his own 
suit case to your room with your bag 
and opens his case to disclose a well- 
stocked miniature bar. 
A “Dry” City That Is Really “Dry.” 
A bell .boy at the Hotel Statler in 


Detroit, when asked if he knew 
where one could get a drink, re- 
plied: 

“No, if there is any around this 


place I haven’t been able to find it. 
I’ve heard that one boy at the 
(mentioning another hotel) has some 
that he’s selling at about $15 a 
quart.” 

Detroit seems to be really dry. 
When prohibition became effective, 
May 1, many persons had put in 
stocks for personal use, and some for 
“bootlegging’’ purposes, but the law 
prohibits a person from having in 
his possession more than one-half 
pint of whisky, and an announce- 
ment from prosecuting officials that 
there was no intention to disturb oth- 
erwise law-abiding citizens who did 
not attempt to sell liquor, but that 
all bootleggers would be prosecuted, 
has caused the bootleggers to oper- 
ate with considerable care. 

Detroit was not a brewery center, 
and the problem of absorbing brew- 
ery employes and brewery capital 
into other lines of business, was not 
as great as it would be in many oth- 
er places, particularly in St. Louis. 
Detroit had 15 breweries, all small, 
and employing fewer than 2000 men. 
These plants have continued to op- 
erate with decreased forces, some of 
them manufacturing non-alcoholic 
malt drinks, and others operating 
as commercial ice plants. 

_ Few Empty Buildings There. 

There were 1500 saloons in De- 
troit when prohibition went into ef- 
fect, but a prediction that prohibi- 
tion would mean 1500 empty build- 
ings has not materialized. From 
general observation, I would say that 
Detroit, three months after going 
dry, has fewer empty buildings in 
the business section than any large 
city I have visited in recent years. 

One occasionally sees an empty 
store building, which, by its art glass 
front or the arrangement. of its 
plumbing fixtures, or in some other 
way gives unmistakable evidence of 
having been a saloon. On the other 
hand there are scores of other simi- 
lar buildings which are now cigar 
stores, restaurants or soft drink 
places, those lines of business seem- 
ingly to predominate in the former 
saloon locations.

It is early, however, to base a de- 
cision on the effect of prohibition on 
Detroit rental property because the 
liquor imterests of Michigan have 
submitted for a popular vote a con- 
stitutional amendment to permit the 
sale of beer and light wines, and 
many former saloon keepers have re- 
tained their leases in the hope that 
this amendment will be adopted, and 
that they will be permitted to reopen 
their saloons. The “drys” contend 
the amendment has technical de- 
fects, and that while they believe 
it will be lost at the polls, they are 
the courts will declare) it 
invalid if it is adopted. 

The chitf interest in Detroit under 
prohibtion naturally is in the effect 
on the workers in the city’s enor- 
mous munitions, autamobile and 
The effect on 
the output of these factories and 
upon the general prosperity of De- 
troit. 

While it must be apparent to any- 
one visiting Detroit that the city is 
unusually prosperous, there is no 
way to reach a decision as to wheth- 
er it would have been more pros- 
ere prosperous if pro- 
hibition had not arrived. The De- 
troit factories fo many months have 
been working every employe they 
could get in filling Government war 
orders totalling more than $700,- 
000,000. That amount of money 
thrown in to any city would mean 
unprecedented prosperity. 

The executives of many of the 
larger factories, however, give pro- 
hibition the credit for an increased 
output, a freedom from labor 
troubles, a decrease in number of 
accidents and for the general de- 
sirable conditions prevailing in fac- 
tories. 

Chester M. Culver, general mana- 
ger of the Employers’ Association 
of Detroit, of which nearly all man- 
ufacturers are members, expressed 
the opinion that not one manufac- 
turer could be found who would 
return to the days of saloons in De- 
troit if he could. Culver also de- 
clared that virtual’ no labor had 
left Detroit because ‘“‘workers must 
have their beer.” 

Condition of City’s Labor Market. 

“I called on a number of manu- 
facturers,” he said, “and asked them 
to learn how many men left because 
they could not get liquor. Of course, 
they could not learn fom every man 
his purpose in leaving, but the result 
of their investigations was that the 
plants lost an average of two men 
each because of prohibition. 

“We conduct in connection with 
our association a labor bureau 
through which pass each year men 
sent to us by various manufacturers, 
something over 76,000 men a year. 
We are in close touch with the labor 
situation in Detroit. From 30 to 
40 per cent of labor in Detroit is 
foreign labor. We have had a very 
great shortage of labor, and a re- 
cent survey indicated that we needed 
immediately about 35,000 men and 
women, and before long would need 
an additional 25,000 

“Our labor situation, was very 
acute when prohibition went into ef- 
fect in May. Since that time there 
has been a very noticeable decrease 
in the number of men applying for 
jobs, and likewise a decrease in the 
number of men changing employ- 
ment. 

“Not only that, but the efficiency 
of those in the shops has increased 
very greatly.

ployers in Detroit. It possibly is not 
all due to prohibition. I do not think 
it is. We have had other plans and 
other efforts, but certainly we con- 
sider a part of it properly charge- 
able to prohibition. 

“The employers of Detroit are al- 
most unanimous in the belief that 
prohibition has been of immense ad- 
vantage, not only to the community 
but to the employers and in the pro- 
duction of munitions this year. I 
have had an experience with a great 
number of men, some of whom are 
very greatly addicted to the use of 
liquor. Naturally we get a great 
many, more or less incompetents; 
men that we have to support by as- 
sistance, who are unable to keep a 
job very long. I know of a great 
many such instances, and in every 
single case within my knowledge the 
man is at work, industrious and 
sober, where he was unable to keep 
a job before prohibition was put 
into effect.”’ 


The view of 11 of the larger em- 
ployers of labor is expressed in a 
statements signed by them and sub- 
mitted to the Senate Committee con- 
sidering the agricultural bill.

_ John Trix, president of the Ameri- 
can Injector Co., and also interested 
in the Lincoln Motor Co., which is 
manufacturing Liberty motors, the 
Spear Engineering Co. and the Rob- 
erts Brass Co., all of which togeth- 
er employ about 8000 men, gave this 


opinion: : 

Efficiency Increased 25 Per Cent. 

“Roughly, I believe that prohibi- 
tion has increased efficiency in our 
factories 25 per cent. It used to be 
that as soon as the whistle was 
blown the men would race to the 
saloon and bring wack their beer, 
and for the next hour or two after 
we started up we could always count 
on an accident or two. Today they 
send over to the grocery store and 
bring over a couple of hundred bat- 
tles of milk, while many men bring 
coffee and tea with them in vacuum 
bottles. I have not heard any com- 
plaints from workers about prohibi- 
tion.” 

S. S. Kresge of the 5 and 10 cent 
stores told of an investigation he 
had caused to be made at the Ford 
factories, which employ about 40,060 
men and women. 

“Tl asked Mr. Lebold, Mr. Ford's 
private secretary, whether anything 
had come to his attention regarding 
the benefits from the State having 
gone dry. He told me: ‘The first 
Monday of April this year, which 
was a month before prohibition wept 
into effect, 2620 employes of the 
Ford factories failed to report for 
work. A month later, the first Mon- 
day in May, immediately after pro- 
hibition went into effect, only 162% 
_ failed to report, and since that time 
the number has constantly decreased 
until now the absentees are no more 
on Monday or after a holiday than 
at any other time. The second Mon- 
day in May the absentees numbered 
slightly more than 1500,’” 

Expression of other employers 
Detroit follow: 

John R. Russell, president of the 
Great Lakes Engineering Works, em- 
ploying about 4000 persons: We 
honestly feel that our men and their 
families are in a large majority deep- 
ly satisfied with the prohibitory la 
now in effect. . 
Fewer Serious Accidents Reported. 

F. A. Stevenson, assistant general 
manager of the American Car and 
Foundry Co.: We find that since 
May 1 our general working condi- 
tions have improved very mudh, 
production has increased, and we be- 
lieve the well-being of our work- 
men and their families has been con- 
siderably benefited by the elimina- 
tion of booze. We notice that our 
men are now in good condition 6n 
Monday mornings to begin their 
week’s labor, whereas formerly we 
had a large percentage of workmen 
carrying “hangovers” from their 
week-end dissipations, and many .of 
these were entirely unfit to take up 
their duties on Monday mornings. | 
Our records also show that fewer 
serious accidents have occu and 
this is quite remarkable, as our force 
has been rapidly increasing. 

D. G. Stanbrough, General Super- 
intendent of the Packard Motor Car 
Co.: The trades in our employ 
which previously were most addicted 
to liquor were the men on the heavy 
machine work and employes of the 
forge and foundry.

British Ambassador Reviews Amer- 
ca’s Contributions to the War In 
the Last Six Months. 


LONDON, Aug. 14.—<American 
man-power turned the tide of war in 
favor of the allies after President Wil- 


son was made aware of the great need 
for men when the German March 21 
offensive began, according to Lord 
Reading, British Ambassador to the 
United States. Reading has issued a 
statement on America’s efforts in 
the last six months as he has noted 
them officially. This effort was 
such, he declared, that Marshal Foch 
not only was able to meet the Ger- 
man attacks, but to counter attack 
and gain victories. 

Prejudices long standing in En- 
gland and America are disappearing 
by the understanding of the war’s 
purposes he declares. Having realized

Stabilization of Italian Exchange. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

At this writing, although dispatches an- 
nounce the adoption by the board of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of strong measures 
tending to put an end to speculation 
against Italian money on the American 
market, and thus relieve Italy of the neces- 
sity of paying 9 lire for merchandise worth 
only 5, the money jugglers of the New 
York Exchange seem still to continue to 
squeeze blood money from her. London 
and Paris, long before this, stabilized their 
money exchange first between themselves, 
and later with their faithful ally beyond 
the Alps; and in consequence today the 
Italian Mra there is worth nearer to 20 
cents than to 11 cents, the New York quo- 
tation. 

Previous to the entrance into the con- 
flict of our great nation, Italy’s aims and 
part in the war were generally misunder- 
stood here, and therefore there was no dis- 
position on the part of the American pub- 
lic and American financial powers to favor 
her in any way. But since the subduing 
and shutting off of German hostile propa- 
ganda and consequent realization of the 
‘ruth, Americans have been taking partic- 
ular interest and pride in the heroic role 
Italy has been and is playing for justice 
and the saying of democratic institutions; 
and on every hand there is a certain in- 
clination to uphold her in her efforts and 
struggle for the common cause. 

The exchange discrimination has been 
hard on Italy. Thus far she has purchased 
goods here (chiefly to carry on the war) 
to the amount of $1,500,000,000; but has 
been forced to pay in extra profits on ac- 
count of the low exchange the stupendous 

sum of $800,000,000, or $260,000,000 more 
than the whole amount lent her by the 
Government of the United States. Obvious- 
ly, this is an injustice. Now that the mill- 
tary front has been unified and stabilized, 
our good. President should see to it that 
our financial front also be rectified, and 
that Italy’s exchange be stabilized at once. 
Justice and fair play demand it.

ACTION ON THE DRAFT BILL. 

The new draft bill formulated and adopted by 
the Senate Military Committee meets the needs 
of the Government as outlined by the experts 
and heads of the War Department. It provides 
for an army of 5,000,000 men by next spring and 
a cbntinuing accretion for reserves. 

The adoption of Senator Reed’s amendment pro- 
viding for the education after the war of drafted 
young men under 20 years of age removes the ob- 
jection that the draft, by depriving young men 
of education, would handicap them in life. It 
should be borne in mind, however, that military 
training is in itself an education. It awakens 
| and trains the mind and disciplines the powers of 
a young man. The young men who have gone to 
the training camps, particularly the officers’ 
camps in the army and navy, have received the 
equivalent of two years of instruction at college.

The main thing is that the law opens to the 
draft the great masses of first-class soldier ma- 
terial from 18 to 21 and brings under Government 
control for draft purposes the available men from 
31 to 45. It will supply the millions of soldiers 
we need and will put upon the whole body of 
men between these ages the necessity of fighting 
in the field or working in the factory or office 
to support our armies in the field. 

The Senate committee has prepared the Dill in 
a reasonable time. Congress should adopt it in 
the shortest possible time.

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WARBURG’S PUBLIC SERVICE. 

Paul Warburg's letter declining reappointment 
as head of the Federal Reserve Board is creditable 
to his head and heart, and fitly rounds out an 
honorable and useful public service. . 

Mr. Warburg is perhaps our greatest master of 
the science of banking. Much is due to his skill 
and vision that his adopted country has borne 
the strain of war without financial disorganiza- 
tion. Yet he has always had to contend with the 
same unmerited persecution which Lord Haldane, 
because of his German studies and Prince Louis of 
Battenberg, because of his German blood, suf- 
fered in England, in spite of their great work for 
the British army and navy. 

Unreasonable or not, the enmity aroused against 
Mr. Warburg by his German birth and his broth- 
ers in the German service must be faced as a fact. 
Such family divisions happened often in the Civil 
War. They are happening often in this war. Only 
conspicuous station and exceptional responsibili- 
ties call hostile attention to a condition so com- 
mon and so devoid of danger. Mr. Warburg is jus- 
tified in wishing, for patriotic reasons, to escape 
a bitter Senate debate over his reappointment. 
His work will endare. History will do it and him 
justice.

ANOTHER GERMAN ENEMY. 

The announcement that the Onondaga Indians 
of New York have decided to declare war upon 
the Imperial German Government may not cause 
the tyrant of Potsdam to lose any more sleep than 
he has been losing lately, but if the Kaiser were 
not already indifferent to the opinion decent peo- 
ples have of him, he would certainly regret the 
whole business. 

As a nation the Onondagas have a right to 
look upon the present German empire as a babe 
in arms. They were a proud and distinct race 
of greater importance in their own world than 
the Prussians were in theirs at the time Columbus 
discovered America. Their territory extended 
from Lake Ontario to the Susquehanna River and 
they were perhaps the most enlightened of their 
race. It was they who furnished to the Indian 
world the great, if somewhat legendary, Hiawatha, 
teacher of agriculture, navigation, medicine and 
art and lawgiver to the Iriquois confederation. 
They were the official guardians of the council 
fires of the Iroquois and they live today where 
their ancestors lived long before Queen Blisabeth 
was born or the Spanish armada was in ex- 
istence. 

Tn their relations with the United States today, 
they are a separate and sovereign people, living 
under the general terms of a treaty formulated 
when Washington was President. They respect 
themselves and have always been respected—when 
not feared—by their white neighbors. In their 
relations with their fellow men they have always 
comported themselves with dignity and reserve. 
Sprung from a race of warriors, they have dis- 
played remarkable genius for the arts of peace. 
But they have decided, after grave deliberation, 
that it is impossible for a decent, self-respecting 
people to remain at peace with the Postdam crew. 

The specific basis of their declaration of war 


United States entered the war. It is probable 
that this matter might have been arranged with- 
out appeal to arms, but, unfortunately for the 
Germans, the Onondagas read the newspapers. 
What they have learned about the way Germany 
has been condutting the war is something no red- 
blooded redman could endure. 
STABILIZE ITALIAN EXCHANGE. 

Owing to war conditions, or rather owing to 
brokers taking advantage of the fears set up by 
such conditions, Italy is compelled to forfeit about 
40 per cent of the value of her merchandise, in 
trading with America. The abnormal rate of ex- 
change causes Italy, in the mere bookkeeping 
work of changing lire into dollars, to pay 20 
cents for about 9 cents worth of the materials she 
now buys from the United States to prosecute the 
war. 

This is grossly unjust, Italy fighting side by 
side with us against the common enemy and de- 
pending upon us for materials, including food and 
munitions, to keep her men in the ranks along- 
side of ours. 

Injurious rates of exchange are caused by dis- 
trust, due to various factors. In the Middle Ages, 
when it was difficult to communicate with other 
countries, or even other cities, and when traders 
were poorly acquainted and feared all sorts of 
contingencies, rates of exchange were a handi- 
cap to trade. In the eighteenth century, even Ed- 
inburgh and Dublin had their rates of exchange 
on London. In our day, when much exchange is 
carried on by telegraph, economists see no reason 
for injurious rates, especially against friendly 
traders or countries. Italy.is such a country and 
should not be discriminated against. 

It is said that an agent of the United States 
Government will be installed in the Italian Insti- 
tute of Exchange in New York City, to supervise 
transactions in lire. This should work towards 
stabilization of exchange. Patriotic brokers can 
also do their part in removing a handicap that is 
greatly injuring one of our valued allies. 
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Nature and man are forever trying to outdo 
each other. Here the heat gives a man deaf and 
dumb since birth speech to say: “Hot!” Over 
in France, the heat of the allied attack has si- 
lenced the long range guns. 
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LAND AND AID FOR OUR VETERANS. 

Secretary of the Interior Lane is at work on a 
plan to provide land, with Government aid in the 
form of finance and equipment, for the millions 
of soldiers who will return home at the end of the 
war. The scheme is so vast and the end of the 
War so uncertain, that the Secretary sees the need 
of beginning the work of preparation at once, so 
that the country will not be caught unprepared 
when the time comes for caring for our veter- 
ans. 

As the Secretary points out, there are 15,000,- 
000 acres of irrigable lands, 80,000,000 acres of 
swamp and overflowed lands, and about 200,000,- 
000 acres of cut-over timber lands, all of which 
can, with the necessary expenditure of money 
and labor, be made available for use by the sol- 
diers who wish to enter the various branches of 
agriculture. In his opinion, thousands of men 
who went into the army and navy from the cities 
will have become unfitted, by their outdoor, ad- 
venturous life, for office or factory work. They 
will be glad of the chance to take to the “bigger, 
broader, more meaningful and more independent 
life’’ of ranch and farm. 

New Zealand, Australia and Canada have, in 
the past, done more for their settlers on Gov- 
ernment lands than the United States has done. 
We have been content to throw the land open 
for settlement. That was, perhaps, enough while 
the land needed but small capital for develop- 
ment. But in the case of land needing irrigation, 
and in the case of swamp, overflowed and cut- 
over lands, to be settled by men who have risked 
their lives for the country and for civilization, 
mere permission to take up the land would not be 
sufficiént. Preparation will be needed, so that 
th» land will be fit for cultivation; and a reasona- 
ble amount of equipment, seed and power, either 
horse or tractor, would not only greatly encour- 
age settlement, but would, in the long run, pay 
for itself. 

Our boys are fighting bravely without the 
promise of help after the war. But both they and 
we will feel that the country is doing its best 
for its sons if provision is now being made for 
their future welfare. 
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The Germans should put traffic cops at the 
cross croads to prevent their generals being run 


down by Allied tanks. 
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BOLSHEVIK WAR AGAINST THE ALLIZS. 

The Bolshevik Government in Russia has never 
been anything but a pawn of Potsdam, and it was 
inevitable that Lenine would seize upon the Arch- 
angel and Vladivostok expeditions as a pretext 
for declaring war against the allies. 

The pretense that the Bolsheviki desire to rc- 
main in the same position toward the allies as to- 
ward Germany is contradicted by every word 
and every action of the Lenine-Trotzky crew. 
They have never manifested such a desire. Their 
hostility toward the United States, to say noth- 
ing of Great Britain and France, has been open 
and avowed from the day they overturned the 
Kerensky Government and seized power. 

Whether the Bolshevik proclamation of a state 
of war with the allies has serious consequences 
must depend upon the attitude of the Russian peo- 
ple themselves. They refused longer to continue 
the war against Germany, even when the price 
of peace was dismemberment and an indemnity 
that will hold them in financial bondage to Ger- 
many for generations. They refused to fight 
against the German agents who have gained pos- 
session of the machinery of the Russian Govern- 
ment and reduced Russia to chaos. Will they 
now fight against the Americans, the French and 
the British who are trying to keep Russia’s re- 
maining ports out of German hands? 

We have been assured time and time again by 
Russians in the United States, in England and in| 
France that the Russian people would welcome. 
allied deliverance. We shall now see how much 
truth there is in these guarantees. If such a sen-

HEESE has steadily jogged up.
